The seeming misfor- 
tunes of John Banyan made hira 
the hero of Bedford jail. 

So John Eitto, the eminent 
writer on biblical subjects, and 
thousands' of others have been 
led into paths of distinguished 
useful aess through some seeming 
accidental, though no doubt 
providential, occurrence. Many 
of oar most common ills are real- 
ly blessings in disguise. We 
shall so see them "when the 
mists are cleared away." It is 
well, therefore, to trnat God in 
all things and Bay, "Thy will be 
done."

Blessing" In Disguise. 

Misfortunes often prove bless- 
ings in disguise. It is said that 
tbe great European physiologist 
and natural philosopher, Helm- 
holtz, dates his start ia science 
from an attack of typoid fever. 
Strangely enough, this illness put 
him in possession of a microscope, 
which he was enabled to pur- 
chase, aa he tells us himself, "by 
having spent my autumn vaca- 
tion in 1841 in the hospital, pros- 
trated by typhoid fever. Being 
a pupil, I was nursed without 
charge, and on my recovery I 
found myself in possession of the 
savings of my small resources." 
This fever proved a fortunate ill- 
ness for Helmholtz and the 
world, and is a striking instance 
of a blessing in disguise. 

John Bunyan was thrown in a 
dungeon for preaching the gos- 
pel ; bnt while there he wrote 


is 
common to the entire human 
race, and ever since man lost his 
state of innocence and enjoyment 
in his primeval paradise, there 
haa been a universal effort to re- 
gain that state of happiness lost 
by the dreadful fall. And even 
though God created man with 
capacities for true happiness and 
designed that all should be hap- 
py, planning and executing the 
great scheme of redemption to 
avert the misery and uuhappinese 
occasioned by man's disobedi- 
ence and transgression, yet how 
few there are who are seeking 
after happiness from the only 
source whence it is possibly de- 
rived, but are grasping after tbe 
illusive phantoms of sinful pleas- 
ure that are only evanescent, or 
like broken cisterns that hold no 
water. 

The only possible way to be 
happy ie by a cheerful and will- 
ing obedience to the law of God, 
which ie designed for the promo- 
tion of our welfare here and our 
eternal lelicity hereafter. Joseph 
Cook says that in order to be tru- 
ly happy, there must be a similar- 
ity of thought, feeling and pur- 
pose with God and the laws ol 
bis spiritual kingdom. That is, 
we mast believe with all our 
heart in the Word of God, have 
our affections fixed apon Him 
and our will in perfect harmony 
with the Divine will. Without 
the existence of such a harmon 
ious relationship, there can be no 
happiness in this world, and 
heaven even would give no en 
joyment. 

There are numerous examples 
of failure in search after happi- 
ness, and history furnishes as 
with accounts of many unhappv 
wrecks strewn along the path- 
way of life ; all because in their 
grasp after such a desirable goal 
they "sought beneath tbe skies." 
Solomon, with all of earthly en- 
joyments to gratify his ambitions, 
with honor, luxury, and ease at 
command, and everything that 
the world calls good to satisfy 
the desires of his soul, cries out 
in the lamentation of disappoint- 
ment, "Vanity of vanities, all is 
vanity and vexation ofspirit." 

The Roman Emperor Tiberias 
was one of the most powerful 
men of his age, with absolute 
and undisputed sway over one of 
the fairest and richest kingdoms 
of the earth, with no limit to his 
wealth nor restraint npen his 
pleasures ; choosing for himself a 
borne on one of the lovlieat. spots 
on earth, upon an enchanting 


islet beneath the shadow of the 
at urn be ring volcano where his 
gratification of self knew no 
bounds and where luxury was a 
slave to his bidding. Yet, with 
all this, was he happy f Listen 
to his expression of lamentable 
failure. In writing to his senate 
he says : "What to write to you. 
Conscript fathers, or how to 
write, or what not to write, may 
all the gods and goddeises de- 
stroy me, worse than I feel that 
they are daily destroying me, if 
I know." 

Neither is wealth, as many sup- 
pose, a barrier against the en- 
croachments of misery, as the 
sad recoras of the past do abund- 
antly testify. Stephen Girard, 
Cornelias Yanderbilt and other 
money kings of the world give 
us no assurance that happiness 
can be purchased by the sordid 
lucre. Bat thanks be unto God, 
that happiness in its highest pur ; 
ity and most exalted sublimity ia 
within the reach of all who truly 
and sincerely seek for it. The 
humble peasant as well as the 
crowned potentate, the poor aa 
well as the rich, and whosoever 
will may be truly happy. The 
source of happiness is simply in 
fearing and obeying God. The 
fear of the Lord is the beginning 
the sum and the substance, as 
well as the end of all happiness 
in this world and in the world to 
come. — Rev. I. A. Smith.
